"how a shadow image is created". However, the reference teaches the feature at column 6, lines 35-50.."a cursor symbol is shown as a 
selected tool representation with a shadow. Conventional techniques exist for displaying a shadow which corresponds to a displayed 
object" and column 2, lines 10-30 'The present invention also includes a process and an apparatus for implementing selected tool 
shadowing". "Implementing selected tool shadowing" suggests how to create a shadow image as claimed. For the limitation: Martin does 
not teach "the controller being configured to display the ancillary image as an image formed by light impinging on a surface after passing 
through the cursor image". Martin shows the feature at column 5, lines 55-67 and column 7, lines 20-30. Regarding the limitation: Martin 
does not disclose "the shadow and the cursor are formed integrally with one another". However, the reference shows it at column 2, lines
